The feeling against the ex tortionate dealings of tbe 
back p roprietors lu thin city grows space, and the ne­ 
cessity for reform m the m ethods of enforcing the 
rales of charge prescribed by tb e ordinance published 
un Tuesday In the B khalu is now m ore generally un­ 
derstood. 
The urdliiauce Is a fair one, w hen com pared 
w ith ordiUBUCoa of lurm er years, b u t It Is ol little 
value, because no greater efforts are m ade to force 
com pliance with it. 
Undouhiediy tb e licensed hack, 
men are luriilsbed w ith copies of “ the ai ilcle” which 
Is to govcru them In the future; but those they carry 
in ihoir pockets, and unless tbe public are fkm ihar 
w ith the urdiuanoo no check can bo placed on rapa- 
eloua drivers. 
In tho first place, the w ayfarer has no m eans, unless 
previously aware of th e fact, of learning the distance 
h e has been conveyed, so th at be may be compelled to 
pay the faro allowed for throe miles w hen he has only 
b eta driven ono, and, in tho second place, custom has 
always perm itted tbe driver to get b is own ratea 
For 
them reasons tbe livery stable keepers and ow ners of 
cabs, when spoken to on the subject of “ hack extor- 
tiu a ,’’ are only too ready to lay tb e greatest share of tlio 
blame upon th e ir employes. 
They soy, deprocntlngly, 
th a t the public should nut coudem u them for w bat 
they have not been able to control. 
Tbolr vehicles 
are 
sent out 
to tho aland at the disposal 
of 
the drivers, and th e latter 
Invariably make iheir 
own bargains w ith custom ers, w hich bargains are not 
as advantageous as they m ight bo to th e customers. 
Tho tru in is, however, th a t livery lU b le keeiiers have 
been in tbe habit of making rates to su it tbemaelves, 
so th at scarcely any tw o in tho city are governed by 
tb e sam e rate a 
Urdinnuccs are w orthless so far os 
they a r t concerned at present, and com plaints are 
m ade by tb e hundred w ithout prodncing any visible 
reform or relief.

close of the war wo are still paying war rates 
for the use of money. 
The possibility of 
borrowing at four and a half per cent is 
officially recognized by the Secretary of the 
Treasnry, who does not doubt that he could 
refund the five-twenty sixes at that rate if 
Congress would give him authority to issue 
long bonds. 
Wo believe that the w’hole 
debt could be rcfumled at four per cent with 
proper legislation and a skilful adminis­ 
tration of the fiuances. 
This belief is 
founded on the fact that men are now buy­ 
ing government bonds at such prices that 
they get only four per cent for their money. 
At the Stock Exchange yesterday the price 
of United States five per cent bonds, re­ 
deemable in 1881, was 118, the price of gold 
yesterday being a shade less than 113. 
Now, supposing the currency to remain in 
the wvme state as at present for the 
ensuing five years, 
the government in 
redeeming these bonds in 1881 would 
pay the equivalent of 113 in currency— 
that is to say, it would pay 100 in gold, 
which is the same thing as 113 in cur­ 
rency. 
The present buyers at 118 would 
therefore lose five cents in five years, or one 
cent a year on each dollar of the investment. 
Deducting this one cent from the five per 
cent interest on the bonds it is plain that 
the net interest on the investment would be 
only four per cent 
As people are found 
willing to purchase bonds redeemable itl so 
short a period as five years at a price which 
barely reimburses the principal with fonr per 
cent, there ought to be no difficulty in dis­ 
posing of bonds having forty years to run at 
the some rate. We are, therefore, justified in 
assuming that the national debt might be 
refunded at four per cent if we had able 
statesmen and financiers at the head of 
affairs. 
The saving of interest would be sufficient 
to defray the whole civil expenses of the 
government 
By the last debt statement, 
published on the 1st of this month, it 
appears that the public debt bearing inter­ 
est in coin amounts to $1,695,037,250, on 
which the interest at four per cent would be 
$67,000,000. 
The Secretary of the Treasury, 
in his last annual report, estimated the 
interest payable in the fiscal year ending 
June 30. 1877, at $97,000.000, so that if we 
could reduce the rate on the whole interest 
bearing debt to fonr per cent there would be 
an annual saving of nearly $30,000,000. 
There are various reasons why a govern­ 
ment in good credit is able to borrow money 
considerably below the ordinary market rates. 
Consols or government bonds combine the 
advantages of productive fixed property and 
ready money. Property in real estoto, ships 
or factories cannot bo suddenly converted 
into money without great sacrifices, but 
there is seldom any difficulty in converting 
government bonds at their market value. 
The man who has government bonds locked 
up in his safe finds them as good as money 
in an emergency, and yet, unlike money 
thus locked up, they never cease to draw 
interest. 
If largo snms are wanted bonds 
are easily convertible into cash ; if small 
sums arc wanted the bonds aie unfailing 
collaterals on which money can always bo 
borrowed in any ordinary state of the mar­ 
k et 
So convenient a form of property need 
not boar á high rate of interest to make it 
eagerly sought. 
Another reason why inter­ 
est on government bonds need not be high is 
thoir exemption from Btate and municipal 
taxation. 
Other property pays an average 
of about two per cent in local taxes, and in 
this city alwut three per cen t 
A person 
here, who lends money on mortgage at seven 
per cent and pays three per cent taxes on 
his mortgages, realizes only fonr per cent 
net on his investment, and mortgages ore in­ 
ferior to government bonds in ready con­ 
vertibility into money and as a collateral 
security for loans. 
It is 08 shameful as it is wasteful for a gov­ 
ernment, in perfeid credit like that of 
the 
United 
States, 
to be paying, 
in 
time of peace, higher rates for the use of 
money than private individuals. 
The very 
form of the bonds proves that it was not ex­ 
pected, at the time of their issue, that the 
government would continue to pay the enor­ 
mous war rates of that perirxl. 
The five- 
twenty bonds were made redeemable in five 
years from their date, in the expectation 
that by that time it would Ik» no longer 
iH'cessary to pay so high a rate of interest as 
six per cent 
The ton-forty bonds resteil in 
like manner on the idea that, after the 
expiration of ten years, five per cent might 
be a higher rate of interest than the govern­ 
ment wouM need to pay. 
The five years 
have pasa%1, the ten yeors have {wssed, and 
we arc still paying six per cent on the 
greater portion of the war debt, whieh is a 
disgracrful proof of financial iralieeillty.

There is noth­ 
ing impracticable in the scheme. 
To a 
large class in this city cabs and carriages are 
as much a necessity as are the street cars to 
the working people. 
The reason why they 
are so seldom used is because the charges 
are too high and they are too difficult to 
obtain when wanted. 
In order to procure a 
carriage most people are required to go as 
far 08 their contemplated journey itself, and 
then it is not certain they will be able to 
get what they wont, even at the extortionate 
rotes now demanded by hackmen. 
The 
adoption of the plan we suggest would ob­ 
viate all ibis, bringing a cab or carriage to 
every man’s door without any search or ef­ 
fort on his part, and the system conld not 
fail to prove very successful. 


T he F reedom of the C ity, —Every now 
and then the Aldermen vote this imponder­ 
able commodity to distinguished persons, 
and on exceptional occasions accompany 
it with a gold box ; but it is doubtful if 
the freedom of the city has any more 
substantial existence than appears in swih 
holiday demonstrations 
or any value to 
ordinary people. 
Just now a gentleman 
has this problem before the courts. 
He 
thought ho iH>sse.HHed the freedom of the city 
generally, and particularly Ihe right to the 
ordinary use «if the RÍ«lewalks. 
But he came 
to a p«iiut where that part of the street was 
occupied by i>eople engaged in delivering a 
safe. 
Thoir tackle crossed the walk in such 
a way as to throw him down and cause a se­ 
vere injur}', and he demands damages. 
All 
the people will be interested to know what 
the judgm ent in this case will tell whether 
the sidewalk can bo occupied by a safe oom- 
pany or any one else, to the exclusion of its 
secure use by the public?

Mr. Dana is 
not confirmed because ho wrote a letter that 
any gentleman would have written in the 
same circumsthnces. 
His defeat will tend to

sion, tells us that, on the motion to confirm 
Mr. Dana, twenty democrats and eleven re­ 
publicans voted against him, and seventeen 
republicans in bis favor. 
It is painful to 
see in this list antagonistic to Mr. Dana such 
men as Bayard, Keman, Thurman and Ran­ 
dolph. 
We can understand how the leaders 
of an opposition party should not stand in 
the way of the blunders of the party in 
power. -There is a political law, which seems 
to meet the approval of representative legis­ 
lative bodies here and in England, to the 
effect that the duty of an opposition is to op. 
pose, destroy, overturn. 
This is the theory 
that animates the liberals in their war upon 
the proposal to call the Queen Empress. 
If 
the democrats in the Senate meant to throw 
odinm on their body they did it in voting 
against Mr. Dona, for if Mr. Dana had been 
supported by them ho would have been con­ 
firmed. 
It would have been much better for 
Messrs. Bayard, Keman and Randolph to 
have waived any party advantage thaj may 
come from the defeat of Dona and gone upon 
the 
record as supporting the Fresident 
whenever he nominates gentlemen to office. 
No better man than Dana has been named 
for high place in many a day. 
His defeat is 
disheartening to all who believe in republi­ 
can governments as the best method of 
securing good men in offioe. 
It only re­ 
mains for the Fresident to send some man 
into the Senate os M inister who will com­ 
mand the confidence of the country and of 
both parties. 
The opposition to Mr. Dana 
began in personal pique. 
It took a party 
shape as soon os the World opposed him. 
The victory is the result of an alliance be­ 
tween General Butler, “machine” republi­ 
cans and the democratic Senators.

Henry Wheaton was sent to Frussia and 
Denmark by Mr. Van Buren; Mr. Marsh is 
now in Rome and Mr. Boker in S t Fetera- 
burg ; Hawthorne represented us in Liver­ 
pool and Howard Payne in the East ; Mot­ 
ley was at Vienna and London, and Robert 
Dale Owen served us at the now extinct 
court of the two Sicilies. 
Therefore it 
would bo a very graceful thing for General 
Grant to send Longfellow to London. 
It is 
a nomination that would meet with universal 
favor, not only in Elngland bat in America.

T he 3iIissis8Ip p i R ix'fr continues to riae 
steadily, and at Memphis is half nn inch 
higher than the flood level of 1874 iiml eleven 
inches higher than that of last August. 
Fears are entertained ut a still greater rise, 
which will raise the river above the highest 
level on reeonl. 
The river measurement at 
Memphis is now thirty-four feet eleven 
inches. 
'When the w stm reach the d ^ g e r 


line of thirty-fonr feel at this point the 
country opposite Memphis is overflowed. 
At thirty-four feet seven inches on the gauge 
the Memphis and Little Bock Railroad is 
flooded. 
If, as is anticipated, a further rise 
of one foot occurs we may have to record one 
of the most disastrous inundations that has 
ever devastated the Mississippi Valley. 


Hr. K llboarw es Revenge. 
None of the conspiracies which have been 
lately exposed in Washington have aston­ 
ished the country more than that in which 
Mr. Hallet Kilbonme has just been detected. 
This gentleman was put in jail becanse he 
would not tell what he knew of the real es­ 
tate pool, and since he has been there has 
apparently had a better time than if he had 
been at liberty. 
His carte for breakfast, din­ 
ner and supper, which wo printed a few 
days ago, show that imprisonment has not 
had any bad effect on his appetite. 
Lent 
did not discourage his ideas of epicurean 
feeding. 
No man overate so much in so 
short a time. 
The enormous consumption 
of spring chicken, 
tenderloin, terrapin, 
Philadelphia squab, birds, bnttered par­ 
snip, French peas, stowed peaches and sar­ 
dines of which Mr. Kilbonme has been 
guilty attracted the attention of Mr. Glover, 
the Chairman of the Real Estate Pool Com­ 
mittee, and now the terrible explanation of 
his diabolical appetite is plain. 
The dark 
and damning tact is apparent that Mr. Kil- 
boumo is in a conspiracy to cripple the in­ 
vestigations in which Congress is engaged 
by exhausting the oppropriations. 
Breakfast, dinner and supper; supper, 
Itincheon nnd dinner ; dinner, luncheon and 
breakfast, follow each other in Mr. Kil- 
bonmo’s little bill, like the buff trip slip, 
the blue trip slip and the pink trip slip in 
the railroad rhyme, but with this difference, 
that six cent faro or eight cent fare were far 
below bis sublime ideas. 
Ho held that his 
“lieber Freund” should “punch in the pres­ 
ence of the prisonaire, a ten dollar check for 
a dinner fare.” VThen Mr. Kilbonme was 
locked up in his double cell he was naturally 
much enraged with the government. . He 
was in a position not nnlike that of Cousin Joe 
in “The Rough Diamond,” who was kicked 
down stairs by a gentleman who afterward 
invited him to dine. 
“Well,” said Cousin 
Joe, as he picked himself up, “if I can’t bo 
rewenged on him I’ll bo rewcnged on his 
w'ittlcs.” So it was with Mr. Kilboume and 
the government; ho determined to be re­ 
venged—and he was. 
What other motive than that of revenge or 
conspiracy can be attributed to a man who 
eats for breakfast one sirloin steak, $1; one 
cold turkey, $1; one tenderloin steak, $2 ; 
two squabs, $1 50 ; one shad (Lent), $1, be­ 
sides bacon, eggs, potatoes, cold tongne, 
chicken salad, water cresses, apples, iced 
cream, cnkos, cucumbers, Ac., and follows it 
up with a dinner which respect for our read­ 
ers forbids us to describe, whose insatiable 
maw devours food of the value of $25 40 in 
a day ? 
Does Mr. Kilbonme cat such enor­ 
mous meals as this in a state of freedom 
when he has to foot the bills himself? We 
think n o t 
When at liberty he probably 
breakfasts on tea and toast, lunches at a bar, 
where he gets a bowl of soup for a glass of 
whiskey and dines on stewed potatoes, 
which, we have the highest authority for 
saying, are “mighty filling at the price.” 
N o; revenge alono conld inspire such gnaw­ 
ing hanger combined with the cheering con­ 
solation that the bill would not go to him 
but to the Chairman of the Real Estate Fool 
Committee. 
Mr. Kilbonme, like Cardinal 
"Wolsey, 
in evidently 
a 
man 
of 
the 
“most nnbonndcd stomach,” dftd when 
we 
mark 
the 
steady growth 
of his 
bills for “breakfast, lunch, dinner and sup­ 
per” from $12 50 to $25 40, we And a prac­ 
tical illustration of how “increase of appetite 
has grown by what it fed on.” Let ns hope 
the conscionsnoss of his fearful 
crime 
against the government will sit lightly upon 
his—well, let us say, his breast 
We learn from the “Troe History of the 
Bostilo” that the State prisoners therein c«^- 
fined were allowed a certain sum for their 
meals, and that they frequently entered into 
conspiracy with thoir jailers to spcoulnte in 
the provision m arket 
There is good reason 
to suspect that this hn.s been the case with 
Mr. Kilbonme, Boss Shepherd, John O. 
Evans, Sam Young, the jailers nnd Freund, 
and that they have endeavored to got up a 
comer in terrapin nnd shod, Kilboume 
being employed os the active agent in raising 
all luxuries to exorbitant rates. 
It is certain 
that the price of edibles has increased since 
liis arrest 
Thus we find this daring man 
engaged not only in a conspiracy to m in the 
government by exhausting the already de­ 
pleted Treasnry. but also in a plot to create a 
famine in Washington. 
Well, let Mr. Kil- 
bourao goon in his mad revenge. 
Ho may 
rain tUe^govcrament nnd makf a fortune ont 
of the markets, but in the end there are well 
founded hopes that ho will perish of indiges­ 
tion. 
Eighteen dollars’ worth of food a day 
would destroy even the nine stomachs of a 
camel or give nn ostrich the dyspepsia. 


D isasters Alono 
the Coast have been 
distressingly frequent during the last month, 
nnd many a stout mariner has found a 
watery gravo within sight of the treacherous 
land. 
The south coast of Long Island, 
being low and unmarked by prominent topo­ 
graphical features, is one of the most danger­ 
ous during the season of storms. The loss of 
the schooner Helen J. Hnlloway may bo 
set down as due to a miscalculation by her 
nmster as to his true position, and the roar 
of the breakers was the only warning he re- 
eeive«l of his mistake. 
On such a danger­ 
ous coast, lying right in the track of coast­ 
ing vessels Iniund north, an additional num­ 
ber of lightships is needed for the safety of 
navigation. 
Two of these, at least, should 
cover the south coast of Long Island, and 
from points not less than ten miles to sea­ 
ward. 


Oxford and Camiiridor Boat ¿ ace.—We 
publish on another page of the H erald 
this morning nn interesting commnnioation 
from nn old Cambridge onr in relation to the 
Oxford nnd tUinUrrdge lioat race. 
The «com­ 
munication explain's not only the «Ufferenee 
in the style of rowing of la>th crews, but ac­ 
counts, in a great measure, for the great 
change which has taken pU^ee in 
Cam­ 
bridge boat, and which helped, within the 
last week, to make the light blue the favorite 
for winnio|^ 


The riae and fall of the Western rivers 
dnring aeaeons of rain are governed by the 
movemenU of the freshet wavee created by 
the aconmnlation of waters from their respeo> 
tive watersheds. The average rates of move* 
ment of these volnmes in twenty-four houre, 
on the principal rivers, have been carefully 
computed from data derived from a series of 
obsenations extending over a oonsiderabla 
period, and with the following results :—Oa 
the Missouri Biver, from Fort Benton to 
Omaha, the freshet wave moves at the rate of 
157 miles in twenty-four hours, and from 
Omaha to the junction with the Mississippi 
at Kt Louis 126 miles ; on the Upper Mis­ 
sissippi River, from S t Faul to Davenport, 
the rate of movement ia 37 miles, and 
from Davenport to S t Louis, 67 miíes ; on 
the Lower Mississippi, from S t Lonia to 
Vicksburg, 
the freshet wave travels at 
the 
rate 
of 
94 miles 
per 
twenty- 
four 
hours, 
and from 
Vicksburg 
to 
New Orleans, 
100 m iles; 
on the 
Al­ 
leghany River, 
from Oil City to Pitte- 
burg, 120 m iles; on the Ohio River, from 
Pittsburg to ^ n isv ille , 124 miles, and from 
Louisville 
to 
Cairo 60 miles ; on 
ths 
Cumberland River, from Nashville to ths 
junction with the Ohio, 100 miles. 
Ths 
above figures give the average velocity; but 
variations occur with the increase or decrease 
of the volumes of water carried by the chan­ 
nels. 
The difference between the freshet 
wave velocities on the different riven, and 
even on the several soctiona of the sama 
river, is due to the more or less rapid drain­ 
age or accumulation of drainage from ths 
watersheds at certain portions of the rive* 
system. 
Thé velocity increases from St. 
Paul to New Orleans, on the Mississippi, 
because of an increase of volume southward, 
but it decreases from Fort Benton to 
S t Louis 
because the river grade de­ 
creases per mile in the Lower Missouri 
Valley, 
and 
the feedera or tributariea 
drain the great plains, from whence there is 
bnt a very limited quantity of water dis­ 
charged into the rivers, and that very slowly, 
the Missouri deriving its principal volume 
from its sources in the Rocky Mountains. 
The Alleghany and Upper Ohio show a com- 
paratively high freshet wave velocity, be-, 
canse 
those rivers drain watersheds of 
markedly abm pt topography, which dis­ 
charge their waters into the rivers with 
extraordinary rapidity and thus generate 
high but short freshet waves. 
In the Lower 
Ohio, from Louisville to Cairo, the grade 
being comparatively flat, the impetus of the 
wave is checked nnd the velocity reduced to 
one-half that on the upper section. A knowl- 
edge of the movements of 
these freshet 
waves on all rivers adapted for internal navi­ 
gation is of the utmost importance, and the 
timely notice now given of the approach of 
floods by the Signal Service Department 
should enable every intelligent resident 
along the threatened line to guard againsi 
the loss of either merchandise, produce oi 
floating property.
